Dr. Francis M. Pottenger Addressed 


“IT bring you an optimistic mes- 
sage, the greatest triumph of mod- 
ca medicine,” said Dr. Francis M. 
Pottenger, to the members of the 
San Antonio Community hospital 
auxiliary, assembled at the regu- 
lar monthly métting, on Monday 
in the solarium of the hospital. 

A hundred years ago one out of 
every four persons died of tuber- 
culosis, yet the disease was known 
1000 years before Christ in India 
and China. Dr. Pottenger review- 
ed the history from the time of 
Hippocrates, B. C. 460, who knew 
‘the value of climate and milk, but 
preferably mare’s milk or goat’s 
milk. 

Tuberculosis is not hereditary, 
infectuous. 
Whole families may be infected by- 
one member of the family who has 
contracted it. Today in the slums 
of large cities there is seven to 
14 times more tuberculosis than 
in other districts. 

A new vaccine, B.C.G., is to be 
used all over Europe and it is 
hoped that the injections will give 
immunity to persons who have 
been exposed to tuberculosis in 
the war-torn countries. 

Last year $12,000,000 was rais- 
ed by Christmas seals and that 
money i: used principally for edu- 
cation and prevention. All pa- 
tients in hospitals, schools and in- 
dustry are now having chest X- 
rays, which are free to all who 
will consent. 85 per cent of all 
the tuberculosis found by these 
tests is in the very early stages 
and easily cured. 

The speaker, a graduate of the 
medical school at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
had no idea he would ever be crus- | 
ading for the prevention of the! 
dreaded disease until his wife con- 
tracted it shortly after their re- 
turn from Europe, where he had 
been studying. 

In 1903 Dr. Pottenger estab- 
lished the Monrovia sanitorium, 
and at that time there were only 
five other saniioria in the United 
States. Now, after 50 years of 
work in the treatment and pre-

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THE BIG QUESTION MARK 


There’s a running news story hitting the papers week 
after week that's of far deeper interest to most of us than 
the latest crime sensation, the state of the weather, or life 
behind the Iron Curtain. The story has many different facets: 
the break in the commodity. markets, spotty but fising unem- 


ployment figures, scattered price drops, slowed activity in 


many business lines, 


{ 
In all its phases, the main point of the story is simply that 


“the bloom is off the boom.” And the question that lurks in 
the minds of everyone old enough to rernember the pre-war 
decade is: “Are we on the way to another major depres- 
sion?” 

The experts, as usual, can’t agree. Some declare that 
the pendulum inevitably must swing as far toward bank- 
ruptcy as it has toward supet-prosperity. 

But Leon H. Keyserling, vice-chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, told Congress last week that 
such predictions are “sensational magnifications of a few 
soft spots.” The cost of living, Mr. Keyserling pointed out, 
is still only 2 per cent down from its peak, and civilian 
employment exceeds that of a year ago by more than un- 
employment exceeds that of a year ago. 

Most economists seem to believe that there is more basic 
strength in the business picture today than in the end-periods 
of other booms. Speculation in securities, commodities and 
inventories is net pronounced—a sign that there’s much less 
water to be squeezed out of the stock than after the market 
crash of ‘29. And price supports for farm crops, unemployment 
benefits for the jobless, and credit supports for business are 
expected to have a cushioning effect on the deflation process. 

A few pessimists insist that deflation must be fully as 
sharp as inflation. But the optimists believe that when. the 
present shakedown has run its course, a lower but prosperous 
business level will emerge. Which analysis is correct? On

NEW YORK--We have been up 


to see Mics Mae West, who claims 
she pioneered a ficld Dr. Kinsey 
cashed in on.

Official Age 

They have settled on 57 as 
Miss West's official age, which I 
will not be boorish enough to dis- 
pute.

Her skin is stil 
a child's hide, her figure is trim, 
and she wears no more chins than 
she owned in 1929. Her voice is 
demure, offstage, and bears no 
resemblance to the husky vocal 
leer of her dramatic voice. She 
is modestly indignant about the 
copytats who took her concept 
S-X gnd muddied it all up with 
profanity, in a strenuous effort to 
capitalize on her fame. 

“The worst word I ever used 
in ‘The Drag’, one of my plays ] 
went to jail for, was ‘lousy’,” said 
Miss West. “It was the first time 
‘lousy’ ever was used on the stage. 
Then those people, trying to cash 
my precedent, started writing prfo- 
fane plays, and using nasty words. 

Ahead of Times 
“My trouble,” she said, “was al- 


ways being ahead of the times, 
When I was. starting out, the 
word ‘sex’ was only used two 


ways, ‘the other sex’ and ‘the 
weaker sex’. It wasn’t polite to 
give it my meaning. That Kin- 


sey would have gone to jail, for 
sure,” 

Miss West also informs that she 
is responsible for the popularity 
of the costume piece, or historical 
novel, as a movie vehicle. She 
says that when she was nominat- 
ed to make “8-9, $ Lil” as a 
movie, they tried desperately to 
modernize the drama to fit cur- 
rent clothes, on the grounds that 
period epics wrecked the star. She 


held out for the hish costumery 
of the naughty 90's, and so, she

Miss West's regard for the kid- 
dies has always been a potent 
point of determination in her mov- 
ing-picture career.

Never Saw Game 


SAN FRANCISCO (#)-——An- 
other baseball season is almost 
upon us. And with it an in- 
separable fixture, the gay and 
tuneful melody “Take Me Out 
to the Ball Game”. 

This distinctive contribution 
to American musicography had 
an unustial conception.
